Thomas 
Sobjent 


preached the third of his final series 
of Sunday evening sermons, his topic 
being, "The Religion of the Patriotic 
Man," taking for his test Deuteron- 
omy, fourth chapter and ninth verse: 
"Lest thou forget." The preacher 
said he wished to place alongside this 
church from the inspired word Kip- 
ling's well known lines, 


"Lord of Hosts, be with ua yet" 
"Lest we forget—lest we forget". 
The first part of the sermon was a 


masterly review of American history, 
showing the part that Christianity 
has played n the development of this 
country. Studying the history of the 
last four hundred.years was like look- 
ing over some great city from an ad- 
joining hill. 
In every chapter rises 


the figure of religion like the church 
spires of "a city, tipped with a golden 
cross. 
He showed how religion had 


given impulse to all that has exalted 
this countiy. If there had been no 
Christianity there would have been 
no pilgrims of Plymouth Eock, no 
Eevolutionary war, no republic. The 
desire°for education was shown to 
have sprung from those who founded 
the first churches. 
Institutions like 


Harvard, Yale and Princeton 
found 


their root in theology. 
Our char- 


itable institutions 
have 
all 
been 


founded and supported by the church, 
through ^its members. 
Christianity 


is the foundation of our common law, 
the defense of the family. 
It is the 


meaning of the past and the one key 
which will' unlock the future. 
The 


preacher then turned to the ques- 
tions: 
How shall the church best 


serve the republic? 
What kind of 


Christianity shall the true Christian 
patriot seek to extend? First, by a 
return to primitive principles, like 
some of the old medicinal springs, 
now surrounded by great buildings, 
bath rooms, hotels, concert halls, 
only to be used by the sufferer under 
doctor's orders, and by paying for the 
privilege. 
So the simple religion of 


Jesus has been obscured by 
the 


growth of time and overlaid by rnan- 
made theology. 
The need of 
the 


present and the hope of the future is 
"Back to Jesus." Secondly, by the 
abandonment of sacrifice. The church 
is apt to make the mistake'that Peter 
and John and James made on the 
Mount of Transfiguration. They had 
a grand time and wanted to cage 
their religion in a tabernacle, but the 
Lord knew better. The place of the 
true Christian is down at the foot of 
the Mount for at least six days in the 
week. 
To "enjoy religion" is all 


very well, but joy through sacrifice is 
better. Thirdly, by taking her place 
as leader the church is often willing 
to be led rather than to lead. The 
we rid needs leaders—aye. and she is 
waiting for the church to lead—not 
to shout or haranuge cr to call the 
other fellow devil, but to lead. If 
the church will only go forward, 
putting her strength into an .atlirma- 
tion of essentials, allowing men to 
think for themselves, refusing to be 
controlled by gold, believing in rnon 
and women, looking for the Christ in 
them, how glorious will be her mis- 
sion in the century soon to dawn.

Capt. Cole Gilliland in a conversa- 


tion Saturday expressed himself as 
facing of the opinion that the volun- 
teer soldiers ought io be mustered out 
of service at once.

Jieut. Kinney Funk Says 


Some Bitter Things 


Swcerning His Superior Officer. 


Col. A. B. Coit of the Fourth. 


Brow Beaten, Insulted and Humili- 


ated Before His Men—Private 


Dodge's Pathetic End. 


The article which follows, as well 


as the headlines, arc from the Co- 
Iambus Press-Post of Saturday a ad 
•will be of great interest to Ports- 
aoontb people: 


"Urbana, O., Sept. 10.—Special)—If 


all the things told about Colonel 
eoit, of the Fouith regiment, by 
Ijeutenant Kinney Funk, of Com- 
pany H, are true, it would be well for 
^Le colonel to make Porto Rico a 
point of permanent occupation. 


Lieutenant Funk arrived in New 


York on Tuesday from Porto Rir-.o, in 
company with Captain Biddle, of 
Ctolumbus. He arrived in this city a 
eouple of days ago, and is visiting a 
SCD of Superintendent Lemrnon, of 
£b« county infirmary. 


Lieutenant Funk was seen this 


afternoon by The Press-Post corres- 
pondent, and he gave a full history 
.of his-troubles with Colonel Coit. 
The trouble between him and the 
colonel began at Chickamauga after 
ihe iirst lieutenant of Company H 
Sad resigned. 
Through the influence 


»£ his father, Theodore Funk, of 
Portsmouth, young Funk was given 
3 commission as second lieutenant by 
Governor Bushnell.

sick, Funk said that Dodge, the. first 
member of Company H to die, was 
killed by neglect.. After lie .had been 
in the brigade hospital fcr sereral 
days suffering 
from typhoid fever, 


some of the sick soldier's friends went 
over to inquire how he was getting 
along. 
Dodge told them that while 


his fever had been hovering around 
the 104 mark he had teen given two 
doses of medicine in three days. 
A 


couple of days later he died. 


It was reported that be had been 


buried, but two members of Company 
H found his body lying in a stone 
vault. The body had begun to de- 
compose and it was taken to the 
Arroyo cemetery and buried in the 
potters field by the two soldiers. No 
military honors had been shown to 
the dead soldier and not e.ven taps 
were sounded over his grave. 


Lieutenant Funk expects to visit 


relatives near this city for a few days 
longer, when he will leave for his 
home in Portsmouth. While he has 
been given a new commission by the 
governor as flrst lieutenant he has no 
intention of rejoining the Fourth. 
He said thab he had seen all the ser- 
vice that he cared ^for under such a 
colonel as the Fourth boasts of.

"When the civil war broke out, 


Mr. Sappington went to his home in 
Philadelphia and enlisted in a Penu- 
slyvania regiment. Re went in as a 
private, and at the conclusion of the 
war was promoted to the rank of 
major. 
He was at one time on Gen- 


eral Sherman:s staff, and '.though 
always extremely modest and reticent 
about his army life, . saw some very 
hard service, and was highly honored 
as a soldier, considering his youth. 


"In October of 1866 or 
:67, Mr, 


Sappiogton was united in marriage to 
Augusta Virginia Varner, daughter 
of Elizabeth and Christian Varner, 
then of Psrtsmouth. The beautiful 
devotion which crowned this sacred- 
est of relationships has ever been 
marked by friends and acquaintances. 
"They were truly all in all to each 
other," is the universal comment. 


"Mr. 
Sappington was one of the 


organizers of the Jackson Iron bank, 
which is today in the most flourish- 
ing condition. He removed from that 
city to Chillicothe on account of Mrs. 
Sappington's health, 
and he 
has 


made this his home since. He was 
first connected with the First Na- 
tional bank of thij city in 1859, be- 
fore the war. It was not until after 
being connected with banks in Ports- 
mouth, Bainbridgc and Jackson that 
he entered into the permanent posi- 
tion at the First National, which has 
occupied a period of twenty years, 
nrst as book-keeper, and since '83 as 
teller. His relations there have been 
of a perfectly faithful and reliable 
character. 
"Last 
spring 
Mr. 
Sappington 


suffered greatly with a severe attack 
of pneumonia. His 
Inng 
trouble 


never left him, and several weeks ago 
he and Mrs. Sappington went to the 
home of Mr. Charles Silcox, of near 
Brooklyn, a nephew of Mrs. Sapping- 
ton's, in the hope of oenetitting his 
health. His condition steadily grew 
worse until the sad culmination of 
yesterday evening."

Crown Princess Steph- 
anie, who has been staying at Darm- 
stadt, has been summoned. 


The emporer's fortitude is the topic 


of universal admiration. He is bear- 
ing up manfully despite the terrible 
shock, which, in view of his age, had 
inspired 
the 
gravest apprehension. 


Although at first stunned and pthen 
slightly hysterical, he soon regained 
his self control and displayed remark- 
able 
calmness. 
Occasionally, how- 


ever, completely overpowered by his 
grief, he moaned piteously, repeatedly 
sobbing the name of the empress. Ad- 
dressing Prince Von 
Liechtenstein, 


chief marshal of the imperial house- 
hold, he exclaimed: 


"It is inconceivable how a man could 


lift his hand against one who never 
in her life injured anybody, one who 
did nothing but good." 


Then 
he 
moaned: 
"Nothing is 


spared to me in this world." 


He managed to sleep several hours 


Saturday night and said he felt com- 
paratively well, discouraging the at- 
tempts of his attendants to display 
solicitude for his health. 
The shock 


of the news crazed one of the court 
servants who rushed from the palace 
to Buryplatz, shrieking: 
"Where is 


the murderer of our empress?" Dis- 
patches of condolence are arriving at 
the palace from all parts of the world, 
testifying to profound horror and sym- 
pathy. Among them are 
messages 


from President McKinley, from Em- 
peror William and from nearly all the 
European sovereigns. The court will 
go into mourning for six months.
